Hon. Charles Murphy and His “PROFESSIONAL. 
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Visit West. 


Ottawa, Aug. 16.—Hon. Charles 
Murphy, Secretary of State, has 
just returned from a western trip 
which took him to the Pacific 
coast. Although the Minister has 

ut one hand, it is the ‘‘glad 
hand’’, and he seems to have 
made a pleasant impression upon 
the western people. He delivered 
. twenty addresses, all but one of 
them of a non-partisan character, 
and visited many cities and met 
many men. He talks interesting- 
ly of his experiences and ie im- 
pressed with the fact that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier is a popular idol 
west of Lake Superior. The re- 
sult of the last elections in Mani- 
toba and British Columbia do not 
seem to confirm his impression 
and the Secretary has carefully 
abstained from forecasting any 
political change in either pro- 
vince. 


Some of his conclusions pos- 
segs the merit of novelty at'least. 
He has decided that Port Arthur 
and Fort William, combined, will 
develop into the largest city on 
the American continent. He is 
also of the opinion that Mr. 
Pugsley’s visit to the West will 
accomplish great things fcr the 
Liberal party, and this is to be 
_ followed up by a visit to Regina 
and Edmonton by Sir. Wilfrid 
Laurier when the corner-stones 
are laid for the new Parliament 
Buildings at these capitals. It is 
evident that the Government feels 
the necessity of cultivating pub- 
lic opinion in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces. Although the majority of 
the people in Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta are supporting the 
Liberal Government, Dominion 
and Provincial alike, the fact is 
recognized that many are sup- 
porting a Governmentrather than 
a political party and would 
promptly switch to the other side 
were the Opposition to come into 
power. Mr. Murphy admitted 
privately that many of the 
brightest men of the west,sprung 
from Old Ontario Liberal stock, 
are aligned with the Opposition. 


— 


Western people and visitors to 
the West bring to Ottawa con- 
flicting reports as to how the 
American vote is drafting. Mr. 
Murphy says that the bulk of 
American immigrants are .sup- 
porting the Laurier Government. 
He admits, however, that as a 
rule they know practically 


are all of. them good Canadians 
they take little interest in: the 
Empire, outside of Canada. He 
said that he found the people in 
the West generally apathetic 
about the problems of Imperial 
defence. He says that he fre- 
quently started to talk on this 
subject but that the person ad- 
dressed would invariably change 
the subject to matters nearer 
home. One of these unfortunates 
who failed to be charmed by Mr. 
Murphy’s Imperialism made the 
somewhat epigramatic remark 
that ‘‘the West needs box cars 
more than battleships.”’ 


The traveller usually finds what 
he starts out to discover, and Mr. 
Murphy may have been anxious 
to find the western people 
apathetic about Imperial defence. 
One thing is reasonably certain 
and that is that Canada must 
soon get out of its present anom- 
alous position. The whole 
trend of public sentiment is to- 
wards a national existence and 
the present Government has per- 
sistently harped upon the strain 
that ‘‘Canada is a nation.”? The 
Opposition at the last session 
proposed to bring this statement 
into harmony with the facts by 
having Canada take her place as 
a self contained and sovereign 
State in the Imperial Union. 
They recognized that this could 
only be accomplished by assum- 
ing the burdens of self respecting 
nationality. But on this concrete 
question Sir Wilfrid Laurier may 
be compared to Mr. ‘‘Face-Both- 
Ways.’’ Indeed it is hard to 
ascertain who are his real senti- 
ments; his policy seems to be one 
of inactivity and compromise. 
Quebec is apparently satisfied 
with our present colonial status 
and the Government would be

He 
has been a veritable watchdog 
for Ontario in the matter of 
guarding the priceless heritage 
of electric power at Niagara 
Falls and has shown himself on 
all occasions to be a real tribune 
for the plain people in, resisting 
corporate aggressions. Probably 
no man in Parliament does. more 
to keep the present Government 
within bounds than Mr.Lancastor. 
He has become a big figure in

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


We have received advice that 
ladder truck was shipped from 
London, Ont., on July 24th. It is 
being traced along so that it will 
get here as soon as possible. 

We have had men at work fix- 
ing up the approach to the stock 
yards. We are having a lane 100 
ft. wide cut from the railroad 


~| crossing to the entrance to the 


yards, and a wire fence erected 
on both sides with wings at both 
ends, The brush obstructing the 
view of the tracks from the road 
is also being cut. 

After interviewing Mr. Mich- 
ener, M.P.P., and Dr. Collison, 
M.H.O., re. Mrs. Scannel, we in- 
structed Chief Rothnie to lay a 
charge of insanity against her. 
This was done and she was taken 
in charge, and committed to Cal- 
gary by J. Ps. Carswell and 
Mellor. We purposed having the 
younger children brought under 
the provisions of the Neglected 
Childrens’ Act, but the eldest 
daughter states she will look after 
them herself, so we informed her 
that no action would be taken at 
present. 

On Aug. 2nd at 2 p.m. the 
Council met in committee to open 
the tenders for the $4500 deben- 
tures.

The tender of Stimson & Co. 
was accepted. The debentures 
have been executed and sent, to- 
gether with the necessary declar- 
ations, etc., to the Merchants 
Bank, Toronto, for examination 
by the firm’s solicitors. 

In putting in sewer connections 
it has been found that in some 
cases where the house fittings 
have been put in without connec- 
tion with the street sewer tnat the 
closets, baths, etc. have been 
used and the filth allowed to run 
into the street. In all cases of 
this kind we have compelled the| 
owners to have the pipes cleaned 
and disinfected by the scavenger 
before completing the work.

front extending from the C. P. R. 
bridge to Waskasoo Creek, and 
by a little dyxeing to keep back 
the river-at high water, the park 
can be protected from damage.

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Persistency-of Hebrew Race Is a Re- 
markable Thing—Hope of the Jew- 
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jee? ‘f, Tabernacle to. a crowded house froin-

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comfortably to Jerusalem, and cry 
unto her. that her appointed time is

*the Lord’s hand double for all her 
sins” (Isaiah xl, 1, 2.) 

Explain it how we will, there is a 
persistency in the Hebrew race not 
found in any other. Many and great 
nations have risen und fallen since 
God's. promise to Abraham, “In thy 
Seed ‘shall all the families’ of the 
earth be blessed.’’ The Hebrew race 
alone has continued. It is with us 
to-day—a pr yer throughout the civil- 
ized world. “In literature; medicine, 
Science, and art, us well as in finance,’ 
the Jew occupies to-day a high posi- 
tion. No other nationality can make 
us good a‘general showing. 

The Jew, willingly or unwillingly, is 
na witness for God and his Word—-no 
that. the Jewish traits are all amiable, 
or Godlike, or worthy to be copied, or 
worthy to be considered examples for 
the remainder of mankind, but be- 
cause the race connects us up with the 
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The Jews know, and Christians 
know, that for centuries Israel. was 
God’s peculiar people, of whom he 
said, ‘‘You only have I known of all 
the families of the earth’’ (Amos. iii, 
'2). Both know also that since the 
tithe of: Jesus’ death that favored na- 
tion has been cut off: from the favors 
once enjoyed, has been a people with- 
out a country; held together indeed, 
but subjected: to culumities and _per- 
secutions. ’ But very, few of either 
Jews or Christians have investigated 
and, are: aware ‘that there is an exact 

arallel, or duplication, of time be- 

wéen the two experiences of Israel—- 
that-is to say, that tke period of their 
favor ending ‘ut the Cross of Christ, 
‘and the period of their disfavor be- 
ginning at the Cross, are of exactly 
the same length, or duration. And 
comparatively few know that -there, 
are several distinct promises which 
foretold this parallelism, this division 
of Israel’s history into .two great, 
equal portions, one of favor and the 
other of disfavor, each 1,845 years 
long. ee & 

One of these prophecies marked the 
jbeginning ‘of Isruel’s disfavor in ad- 
vance, saying, ‘‘The days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will cast you off, 
and show -you no favor” ‘(Jeremiah 
xvi, 13), and render unto you double. 
| Another of these Scriptures pointed to 
wthe exact date which constituted the 
turning point in their experience, say- 
ing, ‘Even to-day do I‘declare that 1 
iwill render unto you double’’—liter- 
ally, the other half of your experi- 
pice (Zechariah ix, 12). That turning 
ay is distinctly noted by the Prophet 
as being the ‘one on which our ‘Lord 
rode to Jerusalem on the ass at the 
close of his:.ministry, when he wept 
over the city of Jerusalem and - said, 
“Your house is left unto you desolate, 
Ye shall see me no more until that 
day when yé shall say, Blessed is he 
that. cometh in the name of the Lord” 
(Blatthew xxiii, 38,39). . 

Our text marks the closing of | Js- 
rael’s period of disfavor, unnounces 
the forgiveness of Israel’s sins and 
the return to that people of God’s 
smile, of favor and states the reuson 
for this in the words, ‘‘He hath ren- 
dered unto her double for all her. 
sins.”" Not double punishment, as 
though God were unjust to punish tod 
severely, but.a double, or parallel, of 
«xperience under disfavor correspond- 
ing to nu previous period -of experi- 
ence under Divine favor as God's 
peculiar people. 

Every Christian who is rightly in- 
formed and of proper heart will have 
three reasons for pleasure in speak- 
ing comfortingly to the Jew, in har- 
mony with the exhortation of our 
text, at the present time. 

(1) He should have that general 
sympathy for the Jew as for all 
others of the human family, and 
should therefore be glad to rejoice 
with him that the end of his tribula- 
tions is near at hand, even though 
the Seriptures distinctly declare that 
his tribulation will close with a very 
sharp experience. 

(2) When the Christian remembers 
that the hopes and promises which 
he cherishes belonged once to the 
Jew, and were forfeited by that na- 
tion because of umnpreparedness of 
heart to receive the Messiah, it must 
cause a fresh sympathy. While re- 
joicing in the riches of God's grace 
which, through the failure of the 
Jew, was extended to the Gentiles, 
we should also feel pity and sympathy 
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for them in their loss of the Divine 
tY Carvers 15 cents each. favor, which has come to us and 
Scissors 10 cents each which we enjoy (Romans xi, 28-32). 


(3) The Christian may well rejoice 
with the Jew additionally because the 
Scriptures clearly indicate that with 
the end of Israal’s disfavor will come 
the end of the present order of things 
and the inauguaration of the Millen- 
nial Dispensation of Divine favor to 
Israel, and through Israel to the 
world. And this will mean the com- 
pletion of the Church, her change in 
the ‘First Resurrection’’ from mortal 
to immortal, from earthly to heavenly 
conditions as the Bride of Christ and 
as Zion in the Millennial throne vi 
glory—first to bless Israel, and ‘the: 
through Israel to extend that bless 
ing to “ull the families of the earth 
(Romans xi, 26). 

Let us hastily review Israel’s hope. 
noting the while that it is this hope 
which has energized that people for 
nuw nearly four thousand years. The 
so-vetied “Hope of Israel,’’ which has 
held that nation together as a peculian

dial Covenant with Abraham, saying. | lasting life, 


“In thy Seed shetl-all the-families of 
the. earth be blessed.’’

held to that promise, believing them-' 


selves to be Abraham’s ‘promised seed, 
and looking forward with/anficipation 
to the time when’ God > would exalt 
them‘as a nation and make them” the 
rulers of the world, to establish ‘his 
laws of righteousness in all the earth, 
and thus to bless’ mankind, 


that her hope for attaining this high 
position was a glimmering one b2cause 
of her national vicissitudes,;.God_ ex- 
plained a still further feature of ‘his 
plan, namely, that. it would not: be 
executed. by the hation of Israel alone, 
but that_he would send them the Mes- 
siah, the Mighty Immanuel, whose do- 
minion would be from sea to sea and 
from the river to the .ends of the 
earth, and ‘that Israel would, how- 
ever, constitute his special’ nation, 
which .he would use in connection 
with the blessing of the other nations. 
This is still the hope of Israel, al- 
though it has become faded and dim 
by. reason of the ,disappointments of 
the long centuries which have inter- 
vened since their rejection of Jesus. 
The Jewish rulers saw_nothing: in 
the Redeemer but. fraud. They consid- 


ered Jesus an Imposter, brilliant in. 


some respects, but a deceiver of the 
people. They. feared his ultimately 
raising an insurrection, which wauld 
bring against their ‘little nation the 
strong power of the Roman Empire 
and take from them the-few liberties 
and privileges still enjoyed as ua peo- 
ple. The High. Priest expressed the 
prevalent sentiment,—“It is better 
that: one man should die than that 
our whole nation should _ perish” 
(John xi, 49-51). His words, however, 
were true in a sense which he did not 
understand; for only by the deuth of 
Jesus could salvation ever have come 
to the Jewish nation or to the warld. 
The Lamb of God must die, “the just 
for ‘the unjust,” to make reconcilia- 
tion for iniquity. The penalty of 
Adam’s sin must be met, before its 
death Sentence could ‘be, lifted. 

As St. Paul points out, nothing hap- 
pened in our Lord’s experiences not 
foreknown to the Father. Israel’s re- 
jection of Messiah, and the conse- 
quent rejection of Israel by him, were 
all foretold: through the, prophets 
Let no one suppose that Israel's re- 
jection was a finality; let no one un- 
derstand ‘that Israel fell; but. merely 
that Israel stumbled; for, as St. Paul 
points out, the gifts and callings of 
God are things he will not repent, of— 
will not deviate from (Romans xi, 29). 
Israel was ‘cast off merely for a time, 


merely unti] Spiritual Israel would be- 


gathered. When that great work shall 
have been uccomplished, Divine favor 
will return to natural Israel—foygive- 
ness of their sins, the pening ‘of their 
blinded eyes, their réstoration to Di- 
vine favor as a people, and the ful- 


filment through them of the, promised | 


blessing of all nations. 9 

The thing which the Israelites ‘did 
not-understund, and which, alus ! com- 
paratively few Christians ‘compre- 


, 


hend, is distinctly pointed out by St. 


Paul as the Mystery hidden from past 
ages and dispensations, and now made 
known unto the saints (Ephesians iii, 
3-5). The Mystery is this: That Mes- 
siah would not be one individual)mere- 
ly, but a composite Messiah of many 
members. Messiah will be spiritual, 
not earthly, and hence the heavenly 
promises would be his—‘‘an inherit- 
ance incorruptible, undefiled, that fad- 
eth not away, reserved in heaven’’—in 
the heavenly condition. This will still 
eave the many gracious promises of 
od of an earthly kind for natural 
Israel. But the fulfilment of "those 
earthly promises is deferred until first 
the Spiritual Messiah, the Spiritual 
Seed of Abraham, Spiritual Israel, 
\shal] have been developed, perfected, 
glorified, Then the blessing of God 
proceeding through Spiritual Israel, 
the Messiah, under the headship of 
Jesus glorified, will extend to natural 
Israel], and in turn pass through nat- 
ura) Israel, during the Millennial 
Age, to all the families of the earth, 
No wonder the Jews, to whom only 
earthly promises had ever been giyen, 
were surprised and perplexed by thu 
teachings of Jesus respecting his 
Kingdom, They were expecting one 
which would be the glory of the world, 
and whose capital would be located’ at 
Jerusalem; but Jesus .declared, “My 
Kingdom is not of this world.” And 
again, ‘The Kingdom of God cometh 
not with observation (outward show); 
neither shal] ye say, Lo, here (it is), 


nor, Lo, there (it is) for it, shall 
be in the midst of — you’— 
everywhere present, but invisible, 


Such teachings were too ‘deep for the 
Jews, except for the few who were 
deeply spiritual and accepted our 
Lord’s teachings on the stréngth of 
his merits. Even these did not under- 
stand his teachings until endued 
with Divine blessing and enlightea- 
ment at Pentecost. Then they reme.n- 
bered the Lord’s words and appreciatl- 
ed them, as we may now do under 
the same blessed guid: nee, 

Here was the Mystery—that during 
neurly nineteen centuries God’s plan, 
so far as Israe] and the world were 
concerned, wus deferred, while Spir- 
itual [sracl, of which they had na 
previous jntimation, was called, test- 
ed, and glorified. To Israe] jt would 
appear as though God had broken his 

ovenant with that nation, the nat- 
ura] seed of Abraham; a matter 
which they could not consider pas- 
sible, jn view of the fact that the orig- 
jnal Coyenant was bounden by the 
Lord’s oath. 

Yea, how wonderful! When we come 
to see into the matter properly, we 
perceive that Jsrae] and the world 
gould not haye obtained their earthly 
blessings otherwise. ‘‘It was neces- 
sary that the Christ should suffer 
and should enter into his glory” on 
the heavenly plane — the Head—and 
then his foreknown Members. Thus 
the prophets have foretold the suffer- 

} ings of The Christ, which have now 
lasted for nearly nineteen hundred 
years, and the glory that should follow 
—the Millennial glory. (1. Peter, i, 11.) 
Our Lord Jesus, holy, harmless, un- 
defiled, separate from sinners (and 
yet-through his mother a member of 
our race), by his obedience to the Bi- 


vine Law, became heir of all things—, 


.all things whieh Father Adam had 
once possessed and had lost by his 
disobedience—earthly life under per-

In due time, when. Israel réalized, 
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the’rulership of earth, 
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. But instead of! keeping these earthly 
“blessings to himself, Messiah, in har- 
tony: with the’ Father’s plan, -sacri- 
ficed them, giving his life and all that 
pertuined.to human nature as a Ran- 
som sacrifice for;Adam and. his race, 
ajd ull their’ earthly rights. -When 
our’ Lord had':finished his sacrifice 
_and ascended“up ‘on high, he applied 
“the: merit. of it. to the household of 
fuith,—to all who’ trusted and obeyed 
him’, -Whatshe'gave to believers was 
the earthly rights: which were lost by 
Adam and which he had purchased. 
But in order to; become members of 
his Body, these. believers were re- 
quired to -sacrifice the earthly inter- 
ests and rights which they received by 
justification. _This they have been do- 
-ing for the nineteén centuriés of this 
Gospel Age. Soon the last member of 
the predestinednumber, having ac- 
quired -the Divine likeness, having 
consecrated all their earthly interests, 
and having been accepted of the 
Father, will have. finished their share 
in the sacrifice of Christ—the “suffer- 
ing of Christ’ (I> Peter i, 11; Colos- 
sians i, 24). ; 
’ The Law Covenant which God made 
with Israel, of which Moses was the 
mediator, St. Paul points out was an 
ungatisfactory one; not beeause the 
Law: was bad, for it was perfect; not 
because the Divine proposition or Cov- 
enant connected with it was bad, for 
it offered eternal life to whoever 
would keep the Law. The difficulty 
lay in the facts that the Jews, like 
the remuinder of the world, were im- 
perfect, fallen, and unable to keep 
the Covenant, unable to fulfil the re- 
quirements of ‘the Law. Hence, says 
“St. Paul, “By the deeds of the Law 
shall no flesh- be justified .in God's 
sight’? (Romans: iii, 20). 

God, however, assured Israel that at 
some time in the future he would 
make with them a New (Law) Cove- 
nant, which would be more sutisfac- 
tory, and yield ‘the desired results 
| Jeremiah xxxi, 31); that he would 
take away their stony hearts (not give 
them spiritual hearts, not make them 
2 creatures,’ but give them 
“hearts of flesh’’); that at that time 
‘he would write the Law in their 
hearts. Is it asked how the New 
(Law) Covenant would differ from the 
old one, und -how it could bless them, 
when the old Law Covenant merely 
brought upon’ them a sentence of 
death? The answer is given by the 
Apostle that the Covenant will be 
practically the same—a Covenant to 
give them eternal lifé on condition of 
obedience to the law; but a difference 
will consist in the fact that the Med- 
jator of the New (Law) Covenant will 
be more capable than was the mediu- 
tor of the old Law Covenant. Not 
that Moses was unfaithful, nor that 
he did not do his. best to assist the 
people, but beeduse the new Media- 
tor, Christ, having “died, the just for 
the unjust,” has a residue of merit 
at his disposal suflicient to make good 
to justice for the unwilling defects of 
Adam and all his‘race.. In this way 
the New (Law) Covenant will be much 
more effective to Israel than the old 
one was. 

Thus the work of the glorified Christ 
during the Millennial Age will accom- 
plish much more for Israel and for 
the world than could possibly be done 
along the lines of simple faith such us 
Abraham exercised, and such us the 
household of faith now must exercise. 
The inauguration of the Millennial 
Kingdom, the subduing of sin and of 
Satan, ‘the releasing of mankind from 
the bondage of sin and death, the 
opening of the blind eyes and the un- 
stopping of the deaf ears, will enable 
the world practically to walk by sight, 
and to come to an accurate knowledge 
of the Truth, instead of,merely a faith 
knowledge. Thus many of Adam’s 
children will be helped under the New 
(Law) Covenant arrangement who 
eould not have been helped under the 
original Covenant without this added 
feature of the New (Law) Covenant.

He has sven no few- 
er than three Sultans deposed, and 
it was his letters about the Moslem 
atrocities in Bulgaria which first 
aroused Europe. Mr. Disraeli char- 
acterized them as exaggerated; but 
Sir Edwin soon proved the truth of 
his assertiuns, 


Alberta Not Fairly. Treated. 


Constitutional: Development and 
Ownership of Public Lands.: 


The ownership ‘of the. public 
lands is one of the most interest- 
ing features of Canadian con- 
stitutional development. It is of 
peculiar importance to the three 
Prairie Provinces, which are be- 
ing treated in a manner to which 
the other Provinces would not 
submit. es 

At Confederation it was decid- 
ed that the public domain—that 
is to say, Crown lands, timber, 
minerals and similar resources— 
should belong to-the provinces. 
The four colonies which were 
uniting already owned their pub- 
lic lands, and they intended to 
keep them. The general principle 
in the United States is that the 
Federal Government owns and 
adminieters the public lands. The 
makers of the Canadian Consti- 
tution in 1867, after a study of 
the American example, deliber- 
ately made up their minds that it 
was better that the people im- 
mediately interested should have 
the management 6f the public 
lands and the public resources. 
Sir John Macdonald, Mr. George 
Brown, and others of both sides 
of politics took this view. Never- 
theless, there has of late years 
grown up a disposition at Ottawa 
to take the American view, and to 
argue that so far as the three 
Prairie Provinces are concerned 


it is better that the Dominion as a| 


whole should own and manage 
their lands. Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta do not own 
their lands. Ontario, Quebec, 


|Nova Scotia and’ New Brunswick 


and British Columbia all own 
their public domain. The only 
reason why Prince Edward Island 
has no public lands is that,owing 
to a peculiarity in her early his- 
tory, the whole area of the pro- 
vince was granted at once to 
individual proprietors, and she 
never had any. It is safe to say 
that if Newfoundland were to join 
the Canadian Confederation she 
would retain the ownership of all 
Crown lands. Only Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are 
deprived of them. 

A bit of history is involved. 
Many years ago when what is 
now Ixastern Canada was aplit up 
into disconnected colonies, more 
or less guided from London, 
the English officials at head- 
quarters took the ground that the 
waste lands of British North 
America should be managed by 
them and not by the colonists 
who were on the spot. Lord 
Durham, in his famous report, 
declared that ‘the country whica 
had founded and maintained 
those colonies at a vast expendi- 
ture of blood and treasure may 
justly expect its compensation in 
turning their unappropriated re- 
sources to the account of its own 
redundant population; they are 
the rightful patrimony of the 
English people, the ample appan- 
age which God and Nature have 
set aside in the New World, -for 
those whose lot has assigned 
them an insufficient portion in the 
Old.” In later years Lord Grey, 
uncle of our present Governor 
General, in a despatch to an 
Australian Governor, put the 
Downing Street point of view 
very emphatically. .‘‘The waste 
lands of the vast colonial pos- 
sessions of the British Empire,” 
he wrote, ‘‘are held by the Crown 
as trustee for the inhabitants of 
tne Ismpire at large, and not for 
the inhabitants of the particular 
Province, divided by arbitrary 
geographical limits, in which any 
such waste lands happens to be 
situate. Otherwise tne conse- 
quences would follow that the first 
inhabitants of those “vast pro- 
vinces (if possessing those rep- 
resentative institutions which 
arise as of right in ordinary 
British colonies) are indefeasibly 
entitled to administer all the 
lands and land revenue of the 
great enexplored trust called a 
province, of which they may 
occupy an extremity, wholly 
without regard to tke nation 
which -has founded the settle- 
ment, perhaps at great expense, 
in order to serve as a home for! 
her immigrants, and asa market 
for her own industry.” 

That is very well put, indeed, 
but our Canadian forefathers re- 
jected this view, fought against 
it, and forced Great Britain to 
relinquish her control. Even 
though ihey were the “first 
inhabitants”’ of ‘‘vast provinces,” 
of which to this day in Ontario 
and Quebec they ‘‘occupy an ex- 
tremity,’’ they asserted their right | 
to the ownership of the lands. In 
the end Great Britain yielded the 
point and before Confederation 
had been accomplished the North 
American colonies had the com- 
plete management and control of 
their public domain. The Pro- 
vinces which existed as colonies 
before entering Confederation 
were Ont&rio and Quebec—which 
comprised the one colony of 
Canada—three Maritime ‘Pro- 
vinces, and British Columbia. 
All these own whatever public 
domain they had prior to enter- 
ing Confederation. It is only the 
three Prairie Provinces which 
have been created by the Dom- 
inion Government, which are 
denied that right. How they came 
to be discriminated against must 
be dealt with in another article.
